J. B. Hutekeson, of the Stone Moun- 


a forceful charge to the grand 
jury of Campbell county, udge 
Hutcheson stated recently that abuse 
of the pardoning power in this state 
must be laid at the feet of judges, so- 
jeg officers of courts and others 
| Who are too ready to sign petitions 
/asking clemency fer men who have 
| been convicted of violating the law. 
| Judge Hutcheson points out that it 
is impossible for either the governor 
or the prison commission to know de- 
tails of more than a very small frac- 
tion of cases which come before them 
seeking clemency and must depend 
upon the judgment of citizens known 
to be of the highest class who appear 
on behalf of these men or in opposi- 
tion to the clemency petitions. 

“I believe there are men who 
should be pardened or paroled.” said 
Judge Hutcheson. “But that privilege 
has been fearfully abused, and we see 
criticisms in the papers about the 
pardoning power of the governor and 
prison comn¥ssion. The governor and 
prison commission are not to blame 
for this. No men with the power 
that they have are going to use it 
without some good reason to pardon a 
;man convicted by a court, 

“But when officers of courts, coun- 
tv officers, the court itself, the so- 
licitor general and other good people 
that are known to the governor and 
the prison commission sign petitions, 


seech them for pardons and paroles, 
ithey are human, and do what you and 
Ll would do under those circumstances.
